with St. Stephen's is indebted to him for 
the wholo-bearted mauner in which hethrew 
himself into the work atthe expepse, We 
fear, of hig health. The College owes its 
eristeneo -more to Archdeacon Banister 
than te any other man. His interest in 
its progress and his keenness in furthering 
its advancoment have never flagged for a 
moment. It is therefore a keen disappoint- 
ment to himself, and in addition a serious 
loss to us that the Archdeacdn is not 
prosent with us to-day. 

“But the Archdeacon was the first to 
acknowledgs that hia. position as Act- 
ing-Warden was made peseible only 
through, the ready support given. him 
st all times by the teaching ‘staff. 


-} The College Council has oxpressed its 


appreciation of the valuable help afforded 
by.these gentlemen, and personally I am 
most grateful for their thorough loyalty, 
their devotion to-duty, their kindly con- 
sideration and individual interest in all 
College affairs which makes for proficieney 
and harmony, We welcome to-day the 
Rov. W. H. Hewitt, B.D., who under the 
appoiutment of the Church Missionary 
Society, has just anived in Hongkong to 
assist in St, Stephen’s. Mr Hewitt's first 
duty has been to examine tho Scripture 
papers throughout the College, -- 

The year closes: with the names of 125 
scholars on the roll. ‘Ihe number of 
boarders is simall_ owing to the lack of 
‘sccommedation.

These were all Chinese candi- 
dates. .No other educational institution 
exceeded this number of Chinese passes, 


Every candidate passed in Arithmetic, | 


Book-keeping and Algebra. Of those who 
presented Religions Knowledge, History, 
Geometry and Menguration all passed but: 
one. One boy in the preliminary passed 
in Experimental Science; while others ars 
looking forward with hops to the examin- 
ation in electricity and mognotism in July 
Next. 
- ‘The annunl tests just clésed give evidence 
‘of good work. Some boys have shirked 
the examinations: others have failed. I 
would howaver press upon all boya ‘that it 
is botter to try and fail than to fail to try. 
He who fails to try can never succeed. Ho 
who tries and fails may hove made a good 
start. on the road to success, Taking the 
whole examination, 83 per cent. obtained 
gn average of 45 marks:or over; 71 per: 
cent. gained 50 marks or over ; and’ 35 per 
cent there awarded-66 marks or more. | 

Tt sometimes ocours that through genuine 
cases of sickness, or family affairs, students 
are unable to attend the final examination. 
Such cases are niet by the issue of certi- 
ficates to those -who gain not less than 66 
per cent. of marks in, the terminal-oxamin- 
ations.

statute was ihe result of several con. 
ferences with the Sccretary in Oxford last 
year. Tho certainty of immediate ad- 
mission into a home University has re- 
moved ons of.the sorious difficulties which 
confronted Chincso students proceeding to 
England for their higher education. Tho 
Univgraity of London is also disposed to 
me: inese students with consideration. 

We rejoice that the road to learning in 


England has been mado smoother for | 


students from China. We beliave, how- 
ever, that the proposed University of 
Hongkong, without lowering the standard, 
may, by adaptation to local requirements, 
prove itself more serviceable tothe majority 
of students in the far East than the older 
home Universities. The interests of St. 
Stephen's College are closely bound up 
with this whole question.

About a year later, in March 1903, the 
Colloge was opensd under the direction of 
the College Cound!) consisting of the Right 
Reverond the Bishop of the Diocese, the’ 
Secretary of the Church Missionary Society 
in South China, and the Warden of thu 
College—tho Rev. Ey J. Barnett, M.A., 
the prosent Warden, being placed in 
charge. Subsequently tho Rev. F. 7, 
Johnson, M.A., and Dr J, H. Saundors 
wero olected members of ‘the Council. 
Working upon the principles before en- 
unciated the College hus stendily progrosa- 
ed, Insix years the attendance has risen 
from 7 to 125 students.
